In Mesopotamia Turkish troops are 
said to be destroying defense works of 
every description in front of the Brit- 
ish main position near Kut-el-Amara. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Irak front: Our troops continue to 
destroy defense works of all kinds be- 
fore the enemy’s main position, Kut-el- 
Amara. Our heavy artillery is suc- 
cessfully bombarding the trenches and 
other works of the enemy. 

“Dardanelles front: Near Anafarta 
there were intermittent artillery en- 
counters. One of two enemy mines ex- 
ploded destroyed a British trench. Our 
patrols have captured in enemy 
trenches bayonets and ammunition and 
various other kinds of war material. 

Near Ari Burnu the enemy fired a 
great number of bombs against our 
right wing. One cruiser and three ar- 
moread monitors, as well as land bat- 
teries, bombarded our positions from 
different directions. Our artillery suc- 
cessfully replied. 

Near Seddul-Bahr our artillery, De- 
cember 17, sank one of two tugs in the 
Narrows, which were debarking men 
and ammunition. The debarkation was 
interrupted.

“Premier Skouloudis declared to the 
representative of an Athens newspa- 
per today (Saturday) the report that 
the German minister had informed him 
the central powers intended to violate 
Greek territory was unfounded.

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FORD CONFIDENT 
f STOPPING WAR 


He Says Men Will Be Out 
of Trenches Before Winter 


Is Over —- Peace Ship at 
Christiania, Norway. 


Christiania, Norway, December 19.— 
(Via London.) — Every nation in the 
world will soon look upon the Ameri- 
can peace pilgrims as taking the in- 
itiative in stopping history's worst war. 
The landing of the peace expedition in 
Europe will Be recorded as one of the 
most benevolent things the American 


day to the Associated Press represent- 
ative on stepping ashore on Norwegian 
soil. 

Ford Confident of Success. 

The steamship Oscar II., carrying the 
Ford peace expedition, arrived here 
Saturday. after a fourteen days’ voy- 
age from New York. The delegates 
| expressed much displeasure because 
5 vessel was delayed three days by 


the British authorities at Kirkwall, 
Scotland. 

Mr. Ford said he was confident the 
expedition would result in getting the 
men out of the trenches before the win- 
ter was over. He declared he had in- 
formation from official sources that 
his peace plan was looked upon ap- 
provingly. He added that his motive 
in coming to Europe was to develop to 
the full an understanding throughout 
the world by the time peace sessions 
were begun at The Hague, where Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, ex-secretary of 
state, was expected to join the peace 
party. 

Mr. Ford explained the presence of 
the American party in Norway was 
merely intended to convince the Nor- 
wegians of the fervent wish of Ameri- 
cans for peace. He expects to gather 
a Norwegian delegation here, and then 
in about three days proceed to Stock- 
holm, Sweden. 

Ferd Expects Party to Grow. 

He said the party would grow as it 
traveled through neutral countries, and 
that this would convince the belliger- 
ents that the rest of the world demand- 
ed peace immediately. By the time 
Copenhagen was visited and The 
Hague reached, probably two weeks 
hence, Mr. Ford said, the peace move- 
ment would have a definite program. 

The members of the Ford party 
landed at 8 o’clock this morning and 
went to various hotels. The weather 
is fine, so the travelers will have a good 
chance to see Norwegian winter life. 

After holding meetings while cross- 
ing the Atlantic and disagreeing over 
the question of the American prepared- 
ness policy, the 150 delegates on ar- 
riving were anxious to learn what at- 
titude would be adopted toward them 
by Europe. 

Receptions by Christiania preachers 
and university professors and an un- 
official call made by Albert G. Schme- 
deman, American minister to Norway, 
attended the first day of the members 
of the peace expedition in Europe. For- 
mal meetings will begin Monday. 

Differences About Wilson, 

Christiania newspapers publish long 
accounts regarding the Ford expedition, 
accompanying the stories with cartoons 
from foreign newspapers. 

Just before the Oscar II. reached 
Christiania the Ford guests held a pub- 
lic meeting aboard the ship. Samuel 
McClure, of New York, said that unless 
the peace pilgrims composed their dif- 
ferences of opinion regarding Presi- 
dent Wilson’s preparedness policy it 
would cause disaster to the expedi- 
tion.

All Demands in First Note 
Reiterated—The Note In- 


United States Has Been 
Spoken. , 


Washington, December 19.—The new 
American note to Austria-Hungary re- 


garding the sinking of the Italian 
steamship Ancona is understood td have 
been cabled tonight to Ambassador Pen- 
field for presentation to the Vienna for- 
eign office. 

Secretary Lansing and other officials 
of the state department declined to di- 
vulge any information concerning the 
communication. From other reliable 
sources, however, came a strong inti- 
mation that the final draft of the note 
had been completed ty Secretary Lan- 
sing during the day and had been put 
in code and started on its way over 
the cables. 

Vell of Secrecy. 

A veil of secrecy has surrounded the 
communication ever since a white house 
messenger carried a preliminary draft 
from President Wilson to Secretary 
Lansing last night. However, it is 
known that the secretary spent consid- 
erable time last night and today at 
work developing the ideas the president 
has outlined. As completed the note is 
believed to have been considerably more 
lengthy than the first. 

Unless there are unforeseen devel- 
opments the note should be delivered in 
Vienna by Wednesday night. It will 
be made public when Secretary Lan- 
sing is advised that it has reached the 
Austro-Hungarian foreign office. A 
prompt reply is requested and officials 
are of the opinion that one will come 
within ten days. 

Certain portions of the text of the 
new note were said tonight to be nearly 
identical with portions of the first. The 
demands of the United States, which 
are reiterated, are for disavowal, pun- 
ishment of the submarine commander 
and reparation by the payment of in- 
demnity for the Americans killed and 
injured, 

No Discussion by United States. 


Austria-Hungary’s cg ag pt to the 
first note contained an implied request 
for details regarding the American citi- 
zens who were killed or injured. The 
state department, it is said, has been 
unable to secure all of these names, 
and, even though it has some of them, 
they probably have not been furnish- 
ed to the Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment. The United States is represent- 
ed as being determined not to enter 
into any discussion of such details, this 
government being primarily concerned 
with the principles and the violations 
of law and neutral rights involved. 
The note, it is understood, will 
broadly intimate that the final word 
of the United States has been spoken. 
Upon the attitude of the Vienna for- 
eign office depends the continuance of 
good relations between the two govern- 
ments.

Zurich, Switzerland, December 19.— 
(Via London.)—Dispatches from Vienna 
indicate that Austrian political circles 
are taking an optimistic view of the 
controversy between Austria-Hungary 
and the United States, growing out of 
the sinking of the Italian steamer An- 
cona.

Count von Reventlow Says Brit- 
ain and Russia Incited Ar- 
menians to Revolt. 


Berlin, December 19.—(Via London.) 
Count Ernest von Reventlow, naval ex- 
pert, writing in The Tages Zeitung, 
P further discusses the Armenian ques- 
tion, using as his text an expression 
contained in a pamphiet just published 
by C. Adolf Bratter, a Berlin political 
writer. 

Count von Reventlow cites this book 
as saying Armenian atrocities always 
arise in the same way, i. e.: Revolu- 
tionary Armenians are incited by Great 
Britain or Russia to uprisi rebel- 
lions and treason. Full of bitterness 
the Turks for decades have been vain- 
ly endeavoring to suppress these con- 
Spiracies.“ : 

Bratter’s book further declares that

sia and France in the present casé, 
Planned an extended conspiracy in Ar- 
menia with the purpose of having an 
uprising occur at the moment when 
the allies entered the Dardanelles.

with which I, as a minister, 
have nothing to do.

There are moral issues of the highest 
significance involved in this recall campaign 
concerning which I, as a minister of truth, 
have a direct responsibility. 

In four respects the present crisis is a 

challenge te thé moral manhood of 
lanta. 
“1. The plea has been made that this con- 
flict has arisen merely from a difference of 
opinion as to the policy of the police board 
in dealing with a policeman. We should 
bear in mind that Chief Beavers was sworn 
to enforce the law, that he was called upon 
by Godfearing men in this community 
(among them the entire body of ministers) 
to live true te hig oath of office; that from 
the time he 4 — to enforce the law against 
certain evils there gathered against him in 
high places the flercest opposition. Unable 
to remove the chief from office except after 
a trial, the police board preferred charges 
against him. The question is this: Did he 
have a fair trial? I have not heard one 
representative citizen say that Chief Beavers 
had a fair trial and was convicted upon the 
evidence presented. I was present through- 
out the trial of Chief Beavers, and heard 
every word spoken. Instead of the evidence 
convicting the chief, it absolutely exon- 
orated him. 

“2. No . graver peril has arisen in our 
community life than the organized effort to 
silence the voice of the recall leaders. Every 
item of news in our daily papers is so word- 
ed as to be against their cause. Their only 
means of utterance through the daily press 
of the city is in paid advertisements at the 
rate of $1.40 per inch (even this is censored 
by the editor). When you remember that 
among the few witnesses that appeared 
against Chief Beavers two were newspaper 
reporters, this becomes an issue of vital 
importance to the free life of our city. The 
recall leaders have been denied the use of 
the bill boards and the moving picture 
screens which they sought to rent. The 
only free voice that is left is that of the 
ministers—and the editors have recently 
been telling us that we have nothing to do 
with matters of public morals. e dare not 
tolerate this tyranny of the press.

in all literature is the rich man, called Dives, . 


in the parable with Lazarus,” said Dr. J. 8. 
Lyons yesterday morning in preaching. agen 
Dives and Lazarus. 

“He is usually considered a cruel, sheart- 
less, irreverent man, who refused poor lep- 
rous Lazarus the crumbs from his table; 
whereas a careful study of the passage war- 
rants the assumption that he was as kind.to 
the unfortunate Lazarus the laws of pru- 
dence and the ceremonial law permitted. 
Neither is there any evidence that he was 
dishonest or deficient in any. of the usual 
amenities of life. 

It is altogether probable that he was at 
least a formal member of the church; and 
apparently in good standing, for he calls 
‘Father Abraham,’ and Abraham 
in turn calls him ‘son,’ terms which stood 
for regular connection with ‘the Jewish 


chureh, . 


“THe question promptly arises, how can 
‘such an attractive, generous, honest man 
finally: land in perdition? | 

“The explanation is given by Abraham. 
Son, remember that thou in thy lifetime re- 


ceivedst thy good! — that which vou counted 


the highest good. Every person's life is an 


orbit about that which he counts his high- 
est, his most coveted good.

Fifty Counties Have Spent 
$1,762,200 on Dixie Highway 
Within the Last Six Months 


Chattanooga, Tenn., December 19.— (Spe- 
clal.)—Over $1,765,200 expended in six 
months on the Dixie highway alone in fifty 
counties is the wonderful story of progress 
gleaned from the reports to date. This is 
only a foretaste of what will be accomplished 
as these counties are preparing to spend 
$6;931,000 within the next twelve months. 
As the ‘counties have not ‘been selected for 
special progress, but are from all the states 
as they have reported, it is a reasonable as- 
sumption that they Are typicgl of the aver- 
age. They represent less than a thigg of 
the total number of counties. Using a mul- 
tiple of three, you giave an estimate of over 
$5,300,000 spent on the Dixie highway to 
date, and over $20,793,000 to be expended. 

Another sign of progress is the large 
mileage of permanent roads built or under 
contract. Fifty counties show that nearly 
a tenth of the entire mileage is or will be 
paved road. The preparations. being made 
for even greater progress along this line are 
highly gratifying. Entire divisions of the 
highway are planning paved roads for their 
entire stretch. Notably among these are 
from Chicago to Danville, III.; Toledo to Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio; Jacksonville to Miami, Fla., 
and from Tallahassee to Bartow, Fla. 

The reports by states show that in seven 
out of eighteen counties in Kentucky there 
has been expended $135,000. In Ohio eight 
counties out of twelve, and not including 
Hamilton county, of which Cincinnati the 
county site, have ‘expended $388,000. . Five 
counties out of twenty-twg in Florida spent 
$601,000 on the Dixie highway in the past 
Six counties out of eighteen in 
Tennessee spent $173,000. Four counties 
out of five in Illinois and not including Cook 
county, of which Chicago is the metropolis, 
spent $252,000 in the past six months, while 
ten counties out of twenty-four in Georgia 
spent $95,000. And yet this large expendi- 
ture is only a small proportion of the ex- 
penditure to be made, as many of the coun- 
made preparations for 
going to work on their section of the high- 
way and their money will not be available 
until later. 

In the fifty counties 
association, provisions have been made for 
spending . $6,930,000 on the Dixie highway 
alone. Again using the multiple of three, 
the total is in excess of $20,000,000. To the 
uninitiated, this immense sum of money for 
the construction of the Dixie highway may 
seem preposterous and out of reason. Yet 
when the statement is itemized by counties 
the reasonableness of it can he plainly seen. 

„This amount is divided by states, as 
follows: 

Illinois, $1,250,000; Ohio, $1,204,000; Ten- 
nessee, $924,000; Indiana, $126,000; Kentucky, 
$765,000; Georgia, $151,900; Florida, $2,505,000. 

The bond issues which have ‘been voted 


in the state of Florida alone during the past | 


six months is now in excess of $6,000,000. The 
majority of these counties are traversed by 
the Dixie highway and the highway will re- 
ceive a goodly portion of it. It can be con- 
servatively stated that within the next six 
months this bond issue wfll be doubled as 
far as the state of Florida is concerned. Bond 
elections for the month of January alone 
will be called to vote on over $3,000,000 worth 
of bonds. Two counties in that state have 
set their goal at $1,000,000 in bonds. 

From the reports received from the fifty 
counties over 367 miles in these counties 
are elther paved now or contracted for, using 
either concrete, brick or asphalt. From a 
survey of the entire highway on the basis 
of the reports submitted, it is safe to say 
that a seventh, or over 600, of the entire 
mileage of the Dixie highway is paved. By 
the end of 1916 over 300 miles will have been 
added and that the close of 1917 will see at 
least a third of the entire mileage a paved 
road on the very lowest possible estimate. 

This is not taking into consideration the 


effect that through travel over the highway 


in the meangime will have in getting coun- 
ties to pave their section with concrete or 
some permanent material. W. W. Marr, 
chief state highway engineer o. Illinois, 
states that within two years the entire 
mileage of 156 miles in his state will be 
paved. County officials in the Ohio counties 
between Toledo and Cincinnati state that 
the entire distance of about 220 miles will 
be paved. 

Carl G. Fisher is of the opinion that the 
entire. mileage between Jacksonville and 
Miami, totalling 360 miles, will be paved. 
There will be over 300 miles of paved road on 
the western division in Florida. Other coun- 
ties between IIlinois and Florida are now 
putting in permanent roads. The effect ot 
the steady stream of tourist travel over the 


‘highway will materially increase the mile- 


age, so that the estimate given may be con- 
sidered very conservative.

o AUSTRIAN TERRITORY 


Triest Could Be Easily 
‘Taken, But Italian Gener- 
als Prefer to Wait Until 
All.the Approaches Have 
Been Seized. | 


Rome, November 23.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—lItaly 
has two million men engaged in the 
war and is preparing to add another 
million. About a million men are,on 
the fighting line, stretched along the 


mountains from Trentino, in the west, | 


to the Austrian etronghold of Gorizia, 
in the east. Another million is in re- 
serve, for emergencies and to fill gaps 
at the front as needed, or for operations 
in the Balkans. The third million is 
represented in the additional classes in 
process of being assembled during the 
coming months as the scope of offensive 
and defensive military operations may 
become enlarged. . 

The Italian military campaign— what 
Italy has done and proposes doing—is 
well understood by every Italian. But 
“the outside world has had only a vague 
understanding of the meaning of the 
operations, as discld by official com- 
muniques, with a e of obscure geo- 
graphical details, about the Isonzo, the 
desperate scaling of Alpine peaks and 
bombardments among the snows, and 
countless predictions that Gorizia will 
soon fall. 

What Italy Has Accomplished. 

The military operations and what 
Italy has accomplished are best under- 
stood by taking a map of Italy show- 
ing the northern frontier. The Alps 
sweep in a great semi-circle from the 
French ‘frontier on the Mediterranean 
to the Austrian frontier on the Adriatic. 
This sweep of the Alps from west to 
‘east is a sort of natural bulwark, or 
boundary of Italy; separating it from 
the nations and races to the north, now 
as it-did in the days of ancient Rome. 
But in two places this natural sweep of 
the Alps is dented deeply to the south- 
ward, first in the Trentino region in 
the west, andthenin the Triest region 
ef the upper Adriatic. . Thus the nat- 
ural boundary of the Alps is broken 
at two vital points and Austria has 
stretched down at both these points 
and firmly established her political 
control, her control of Trentino dating 
from the time of Napoleon and of the 
Triest region from the war of 1866. 

Italy’s First Object. 

The first object, therefore, of Italy's 
campaign is to get back the two prov- 
inces which dent the natural frontier 
of the. Alps, thus regaining former 
Italian territory, and re-establishing the 
great mountam range as the strategic 
defense against the nations of the 
north. 
sitated dividing the campaign into two 
parts, one in the west, w&th Trent as 
the center, and the. other in the east, 
with Triest as the chief object. Be 
tween 400,000 and 500,000 men are en- 
gaged in the western operations cen- 
tering at Trent, and about 660,000 men 
in the eastern operations directed 
“toward Triest—in all about 1,000,000 
men with another 1,000,000 in reserve.

All Fighting on. Austrian Soil. 

But all of this is merely the pre- 
liminary work of securing such mili- 
tary control of the Carso range and 
the mountains along the Isonzo river 
that it will be expedient, from a mili- 
tary standpoint, to strike for the real 
prizes beyond. 

The Italian commanders express sat- 
isfaction with the progress made in 
the last six months. All the fighting

‘trian soil and no Austrian troops have 


at any time entered Italy. The Aus- 
trian coast ports, Porto Buzo and 
Grado, leading toward Triest, have 
deen taken by the Italians, and from 
Grado the lights of Triest can be seen 
at night across the Adriatic. Further 
north, in the mountain country, the 
Plava Pass has been won, though at 
the cost of whole regiments cut to 
pieces, and a chain of mountain tops, 
villages and stations has been estab- 
lished ‘encircling Gorizia. But Gorizia 
itself still holds out through its nat- 
ural mountain defenses and its rail- 
way lines pouring in constant supplies: 
of fresh troops and ammunition. 

The matter of ammunition has proved 
the same check on the Italians as it has 
on the other entente allies. They found 
soon. after the campaign opemed that 
they were making only ne- flftn as 
much ammunition as they were using. 
This put a check en any real fighting 
and resulted in the resort to prelimi- 
naties of mountain and trench warfare.

The Campaign for Trentino. 


Quite distinct from the campaign 
around Gorizia is that in the other 
province of Trentino, further west. This 
has all been mountain fighting and lit- 
tle progress has been made. he great 
Alpine ranges sweep around further 
north, but down through Trentino run 
innumerable spurs of the Trentino Alps, 
eg it a vast stretch of gorges and 
peaks, 8 ’ 
It is called Tyrolean country, but the 
real Tyrol is further north, around 
Innsbruck, and the population there 
speaks German, But here the people 
are all Italian in language, habits and 
sentiment, and, although in name Aus- 
trians, most of the men have gone south 
to join the Italian army. The ob- 
jective in this western fighting is to 
take Trent, in the center of Trentino, 
and about 50 miles from the Italian 
frontier. The Italians have thus far 
covered about half the way reaching 
Rovereto, and clearing @way the Aus- 
trian mountain batteries as they have 
proceeded. But it is a hard, cold, up- 
2 fight without much result thus 
ar. ** 
Summing up what has been done in 
these two campaigns and what it means 
in places captured, men engaged, 
prisoners, te., the  situa- 
tion is about this: In the east the Ital- 
ians have advanced about 20 to 25 miles 
on Austrian territory, or about half 
way to Triest, and have taken twelve 
or more rather important towns, nota- 


bly Grado, Monfalcone, Gradisca, Cor~- 


mona, San Pietro (flanking. Gorizia), 
Plano, Caporetto, Monte Nero and Plez- 
zo, far up on the Isonzo, besides many 
lesser places. In the west, as stated, 
the Italians have advanced about 20

Austrians on Defensive. | 


In all these operations the Austrians’ 
have really not been making a fight, 
as they are too busy in Russian and the 
Balkans, and the Italians have been 
on, the offensive with the Austrians on 
the defensive. The net result in casual- 
ties, prisoners, etc., is about as fol- 
lows: .
